SACRAMENTO (/P)— Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown pleaded 
for political harmony today 
in submitting another rec­ 
ord-high state budget to an 
election year legislature al­ 
ready primed for a fight. 
The Democratic chief ex­ 
ecutive assessed state costs 
at 3,661,598,639 dollars for 
the year beginning July 1, with 
a heavy accent on education, 
lie termed it “frugal” in view 
of pressures from growth. (See 
stories pages 7, 9).

Donald Foley, professor of city 
planning and architecture at 
University of California, serv­ 
ed as moderator. 
Naphtali Knox of Mill Valley, 


community planner at Univer­ 
sity of California, called for a 
single planning operation for 
the entire county. He said the 
county supervisors should also 
appoint a strong ana widely 
representative citizens commit­ 
tee to set goals for the future. 
“Should we fail to respond to 


the traffic planners’ challenge 
and thus forfeit the opportun­ 
ity to shape our future, we will 
bring on the Los Angelization 
of Marin,” Knox said. 
Unless adequate plans are 
made, Knox said his crystal 
ball shows this condition would 
exist in 1984: “On weekends.

SACRAMENTO UP — Repub­ 
licans voiced only disbelief to­ 
day in reacting to Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown’s contention that his 
3.66-billion-dollar 1964-65 budg- 
ct is “soundly balanced.” 


Senate Minority Leader John 
F. 
McCarthy of San 
Rafael, 
commented: 


If his budget is balanced. I’ll 
make a personal contribution 
to his campaign for vice presi­ 
dent. Once again, Pat Brown 
has refused to face up to the 
eventual day of fiscal reckon­ 
ing. He has again given us the 
highest government spending 
and the highest taxes in the na­ 
tion. 
"He says his budget is based 
on modest increases. His mod­ 
esty is amazing . . . a budget of 
more than 3.6 billion dollars 
with an increase of 6 per cent 
in spending while the popula­ 
tion has increased only 3 3 per­ 
cent.”

Both houses are Democratic.

Heart attack in auto 


Herman Hein, 
Landscape 
Architect, Dies 


Herman E. Hein, dean of Ma­ 
rin County landscape architects, 
died Saturday in a local hos­ 
pital about an hour after he 
suffered a heart attack at the 
wheel of his moving car in 
Mill Valley. 
He was 61. 
Hein had his office at 4 El 
Paseo, Mill Valley, and resided 
at 158 West Blithedale Avenue, 
also in Mill Valley. He was 
driving n e a r the Greyhound 
Bus depot about 10 a.m. when 
he 
had the 
attack. 
His car 
r o l l e d into another vehicle, 
causing only minor damage. 
He was taken to Marin Gen­ 
eral Hospital for treatment but 
died about 11 a.m. He had suf­ 
fered a previous heart attack 
in 1958 and had been under 
care of a doctor since January 
of 1963. An autopsy was sched­ 
uled. 
Hein was born May 8, 1902, 
in Erfurt, Germany. He and 
his bride, Kathie, came to the 
United States in 1923 and to 
California soon after. In 1925 
they moved to Mill V a l l e y 
w h e r e he spent 23 years as 
t e a c h e r in home gardening 
since 1938. His classes included 
stints at College of Marin and 
San Rafael High School. 
Hein was a founder of the 
Marin Art and Garden Center. 
Hein also was well known as 
public speaker. In 1959 he and 
his wife spent six and one-half 
months in Europe, mostly in 
western Germany— their first 
return to their native land. 
Survivors are the w ife; a son, 
R i c h a r d of San Anselmo; a 
daughter, Mrs. Linda Marten of 
Tiburon: a brother, Carl in Ger­ 
many. and a half-brother, Her­ 
man G. of San Anselmo. 
Memorial s e r v i c e s will be 
held for Hein at 2 p.m. Sunday 
at the Marin Art and Garden 
Center, Ross, in the vicinity of 
the north gate. 
A memorial will be establish­ 
ed for Hein at the Marin Art 
and Garden Center. Members 
of the family said they would 
prefer tributes be contributions 
to the Art and Garden Center 
or the Marin C o n s e r v a t i o n 
League.

Historic Sites And Buildings To Be Saved, 


State Beaches And Parks Officials Declare 


A n g e l Island visitors, who 
are now restricted to the Ayala 
Cove (Hospital Cove) area, may 
be able to roam the rest of the 
island on “elephant-train type” 
of p u b l i c transportation by 
summer of 1965. 
This hope was expressed to­ 
day b\ state beaches and park 
officials in Sacramento, as the 
governor subm itted his budget 
proposal to the state legisla­ 
ture. 
At the same time, state of­ 
ficials assured the lndcpcndcnt- 
Journal that historic sites and 
buildings will be saved. 
The new b u d g e t includes 
$253,350 for continued develop­ 
ment of Hospital Cove and for 
area restoration, particularly in 
the West Garrison area closest 
to Tiburon. The project for 
Hospital Cove consists of land­ 
scaping. construction of com­ 
fort station, entrance gate, red­ 
wood benches and directional 
signs 
“We definitely plan to pre 
serve the historic sites," de­ 
clared Earl F. Hanson, deputy 
chief of park management. Di­ 
vision of Beaches and Barks in 
Sacramento 
He said $10.000 
has been included in the new 
budget for “ historic building 
and archeological survey ” 
The main purpose of the sur- 
vcv is to see that historic mon­ 
uments are not destroyed in 
the clean-up project*, Hanson 
explained “We want to deter­ 
mine which are important and 
what to do with them .” 
Gordon T 
Kishbaugh. dis­ 
trict superintendent for state 
beaches and parks in six north 
hay counties, said an old guard -; 
house and a paym aster’s build-1 
ing in the East Garrison will be 
saved “We are also thinking of 
keeping the old chapel in the

If the “ a r e a restoration’’ 
money in the new budget is ap­ 
proved by the Legislature, Han­ 
son said he hopes the West 
Garrison area can be opened 
up to the public by spring or 
sum m er of 1965.

He said this public 
transportation would probably 
be by concession to a private 
operator, who would charge a 
small fee for sightseers.

The San Rafael city council is due to 
consider issuance of another $250,000 
worth of parking bonds at its meeting 
tonight. 
The proceeds would be used to fi­ 
nance construction of second decks on 
two city parking lots, the one at Fifth 
and C and the one at Third and Lootens. 
The two projects would add 127 addi­ 
tional parking spaces— the equivalent 
of the total spaces along three and a 
half blocks of Fourth Street. 
The new spaces will cost more than 
$20.000 per space. 
Will it all be worth this high cost? 
Traffic congestion and lack of park­ 
ing at peak shopping hours have a 
strangle-hold on downtown San Rafael. 
It's a simple matter of survival as a 
major shopping district.

WASHINGTON — After a 
long, hurtful delay in getting 
going after the first Russian 
Sputnik, the s u c c e s s f u l 
launching of the Saturn I 
rocket puts the United States 
even with— perhaps ahead of 
— the Soviet Union. 
What counts now is that we 
keep going in the steady, or­ 
derly mastery of outer space 
and not be put off by the 
soporific words of Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev who has 
blandly remarked that no So­ 
viet astronaut is scheduled to 
go to the moon "in the near 
future.” 
Of course not. "Near fu­ 
ture” is not the target. But 
nothing could he more wish­ 
ful than to deflect the U. S. 
space program on the sav-so 
of Moscow or to assume that 
Khrushchev is scratching the 
Kremlin from the race. 
The Saturn shot is especial­ 
ly significant because at this 
point it puts us ahead where 
we have lagged most in the 
past— the development of suf­ 
ficient rocket thrust to put 
heavy 
satellites 
into 
orbit. 
Saturn-I has now hurled 38.- 
000 pounds into space. 


THE NEXT STEP in the 
U. S. moon probe can now' be 
undertaken in a few months. 
This 16-story, two-stage, Sat­ 
urn booster now has proved 
its fitness to bo used for the 
first unmanned orbital flights 
of the three-man capsules de­ 
signed for the Apollo mission 
to the moon. It confirms the 
usefulness 
of 
liquid 
f u e l 
which 
provides 
more 
than 
one-third better performance 
than solid fuel. 
This means that the major 
advantage which the Soviets 
have had so long and which 
has yielded them their prin­ 
cipal space spectaculars— the 
long Russian lead in rocket 
power— is now a thing of the 
past. 
Saturn-I 
was 
heavier 
than six railroad diesel en­ 
gines and it did its job. It 
lofted the nose cone smoothly 
and 
accurately 
into 
orbit. 
Those who have been work­ 
ing with such dedication and 
skill to make it possible can 
now breathe a sigh of relief— 


and turn to the next task with 
confidence. 
There should be no mini­ 
mizing what the Soviets have 
already done. They have at­ 
tained 
pioneering successes 
in space. We can't afford to 
assume that they will willing­ 
ly dissipate any of their com­ 
petitive 
advantages. 
T h e y 
have made more attempts to 
probe the planets than the 
United 
States. 
They 
have 
more 
pilot 
flying time 
in 
space They have put much 
larger spacecraft into earth 
orbit. 


RUT THE U. S. accomplish­ 
ments have been more di­ 
verse. We have put almost 
four times as many spacecraft 
intot orbit as the Soviets. We 
have made far more progress 
in the application of space 
technology 
in 
communica­ 
tions, w'eather, and naviga­ 
tion. We both have compiled 
a large volume of scientific 
dala about outer space and 
neither is significantly ahead. 
As Dr. Edward C. Welsh, 
executive 
secretary 
of 
the 
National 
Aeronautics 
a n d 
Space Council, puts it, "The 
space race continues and it 
will be a long one.” 
The Soviets are not going 
to rest on their launching 
pads. Khrushchev has never 
said that the USSR has no 
interest or intention of going 
to the moon. He hedged his 
not-so-casual 
statements 
by 
stating that the Soviet astro­ 
nauts were not going to be 
sent to the moon "without 
adequate preparation.” Nei­ 
ther are ours. 


ALL 1 AM suggesting is 
that there is no basis for re­ 
laxing our efforts and cer­ 
tainly no reason whatsoever 
to shape our space program 
to fit Khrushchev’s lel's-take- 
it-easy comments. 
They are not binding on 
him and they had better not 
be binding on us. He is not 
our best adviser. 
The moon landing is not 
the 
prime 
objective. 
The 
prime objective must be to 
travel the highways of outer 
space so thoroughly that no 
nation can deny their free­ 
dom to the United States.

To Champion Consumer Rights

gripes of the American house­ 
wife about her shopping prob­ 
lems are coming through loud 
and 
clear 
to 
Mrs. 
Esther 
Peterson, newly named assist­ 
ant to President Johnson for 
consumer affairs. 


Mrs. Peterson, who runs a 
cart through a supermarket 
herself, is reading hundreds 
of letters from indignant buy­ 
ers to begin her campaign 
against sharp practices and 
unwarranted price increases. 


The mail is mostly hand­ 
written and comes from every 
corner of the country'. The 
writers 
generally 
congratu­ 
late her on her new job and 
then tee off — on products 
ranging from Cracker Jack to 
$1,000 equipped k i t c h e n s . 
Others complain about high 
credit 
charges, 
t r a d i n g 
stamps and the cost of drugs. 


*1 INTEND TO use these 
letters.” Mrs. Peterson said. 
“ I think we can accomplish a 
lot by voluntary action, with­ 
out new laws, once the manu­ 
facturers are aware of how 
the public feels about some of 
these practices. 
“The protests of consumers 
can have a good effect.” 


AS ASSISTANT Secretary 
of Labor, a post she will con­ 
tinue to hold along with her 
White House assignment, Mrs. 
Peterson is the top-ranking 
woman in government. 


She wears her gray-white 
hair in braids piled on top of 
her head, smiles often and 
has more zest at age 57 than 
many of her Washington jun­ 
iors. 
Her background as a teach­ 
er, mother of four children 
and lobbyist for labor unions 
helps to explain her concern 
for the buying problems of 
the people who have writ­ 
ten to her. 
“ There arc some tragic let­ 
ters here.” she said, pointing 
to a cardboard box on her 
desk. 
"Many women tell me 
that their family’s income is 
$250 or $275 a month. I know 
they cannot afford to waste 
money.”

The owner of a $300 hear­ 
ing aid wrote: “ It would be a 
wonderful thing for us on So­ 
cial Security to be able to 
buy hearing aids that didn’t 
cost so terrible much.” 
A mother of seven in Bos­ 
ton, Mass., bew’ailed the cheap 
thread used on children’s cor­ 
duroy pants, and an Aurora. 
111., bride of "14 months and 
13 days” said her food bills 
were soaring, adding: “ Where 
can we save? You can’t eat 
hot dogs and hamburgers all 
the time.” 
On rosebud paper a Louis­ 
ville woman asked: “ Could 
you see about getting some 
law to force a grocer to grind 
your meat where you can see 
him do it?” She added: “ P.S. 
I forgot. Do I have the right to 
take green potatoes back to 
the grocer?”

“ I’d like to see the schools 
teach economics from the con­ 
sumers’ angle,” she said, “ and 
not just from the producer’s 
angle.” 


Despite her belief that the 
buyer deserves more informa­ 
tion on the products in stores 
and the charges for credit, she 
believes American housewives 
are fortunate to have the 
choice and the convenience of 
supermarket shopping. 


She hopes to bring about 
changes, however, so packag­ 
ing and pricing will no longer 
produce 
denunciations 
like 
this one she received:

who uses these shady meth­ 
ods to pick the consumers’ 
pockets is a bigger coward 
and worse thief than the stick- 
up artist.” 


Until then, however, Mrs.

THE 3 6 -Y EA R-OLD Mrs. 
Park is more interested in 
being a sounding board for 
her husband, than in fussing 
about rearranging the furni­ 
ture or changing the decor of 
the 17-room presidential pal­ 
ace set in 59 acres of grounds 
and garden. 
H er prim ary concern, she 
says, is how to keep her new 
home from confining her or 
obstructing her vision or her 
consciousness of the suffering 
and need that exists in the 
bleak outside. 
DURING AN interview in 
her personal receiving room, 
the new F i r s t L a d y sits, 
poised and straight in the 
center of the small gold bro­ 
caded couch before a black 
lacquered tea table. 
Her features are regular. 
Her skin, smooth and flaw­ 
less, is rem indful of ivory, 
and h er black hair, although 
pinned close to the head, al­ 
lows for softness about the 
face. 
“Yes, my dress is made 
from 
Korean 
fabric,” 
Mrs. 
Park says, “but not first qual­ 
ity. This is good enough for 
me. 1 see no reason to go to 
extrem es.” 
H er chima, the traditional 
high-waisted, billowing floor 
length skirt, is of blue green 
satin to blend with the pale 
turquoise of the short, full 
sleeved chogori, or o v e r - 
blouse. 
MRS. PARK SAYS she has 
no one to ad\ise her regard­ 


ed . But if she has any doubt 
about w hat she should wear, 
she has absolutely none about 
w hat she m ust do as First 
Lady of an infant dem ocracy. 
“I m ust keep a personal 
contact with the people so 
that I can absorb and under­ 
stand their problem s,” Mrs. 
Park says. “I m ust be the 
sounding b o a r d for their 
pleas.” 
Asked if her husband sanc­ 
tions such an undertaking, 
Yuk Young-Soo, 
as she is 
known in a country w here 
m arriage does not alter a 
wom an’s m aiden nam e, an­ 
swers prom ptly. 
“Yes, he feels it is my most 
im portant duty as his wife. 
A fter all, he can’t do it. His 
hours are filled with high 
level affairs of state. We both 
believe it is the best way I 
can help him help the peo­ 
ple.” 
“THIS IS NOT a new role 
for m e,” she says. “During 
the two years and s e v e n 


m onths my husband was the 
chairm an of the interim junta 
governm ent, I spent all the 
tim e possible driving around 
in a jeep visiting farm ers and 
laborers. Once my husband 
accom panied me. T hat was 
when he was accusing me of 
getting too em otionally in­ 
volved with the troubles of 
others. W hat I showed him, 
moved him deeply. He was 
prom pted on the spot to help 
this needy fam ily w ith a con­ 
tribution far m ore generous 
than any I would have con­ 
sidered. 


“Of course it was easier 
then,” she continues, “ before 
the political m andate which 
m ade my husband P resident 
by the vote of the people and 
m ade m e the F irst Lady in 
the true sense of the word. 
“Now I can not walk out of 
the Blue House and go any­ 
where 
without 
aides, 
a n d 
guards and press people ac­ 
com panying m e.” 


D U R I N G THE KOREAN 
W ar, Yuk Young-Soo, a school 
teacher refugee in Pusan m et 
another refugee, seventh and 
youngest child of a very poor 
farm er, and in Korea that 
m eans destitute. She was in­ 
stantly attracted to him, she 
says, not by his physical ap­ 
pearance, but by the quality 
of strength and integrity she 
sensed in him. 
Her parents w ere not hap­ 
py about entrusting the fu­ 
ture of their beautiful daugh­ 
ter to a man they considered 
a poor risk. For the poor
